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OUR MINDS FAIL TO GRASP IT 


The headline reads, “Girl, Ten, Kid- 
napped, Slain, Body Dumped in Ditch.” 


The story says that the most important 
clue is “a smashed half-pint whiskey 
bottle bearing a ‘Philadelphia’ label.” 

The headline is horrible; the story is 
horrible; the picture of the little girl’s 
body lying face down in a ditch where 
it was dumped by the murderer, goes 
straight to the heart of any humane 
person. 

The headline, the news account, and 
the picture do not tell the story. It is 
impossible for newsprint to convey to any 
mind a realization of the tragedy because 
the mind simply refuses to grasp it. We 
are talking about the murder of little 
ten-year-old Roberta Rinearson, but the 
kind of thing which happened to Ro- 
berta is happening almost daily to many 
other little girls — many more than a 
few years ago. 

So far as the English language will 
convey the story, however, here it is (with 
the omissions which must be made): 

The child had been brutally mistreated 
and strangled. A garment torn from her 
body, was stuffed into her mouth. There 
was a deep cut behind her left ear, and 
her lips were crushed. Finger marks on 
her throat indicated the ruthless brutality 
with which her life was taken. 


Crimes of this character usually occur 
to women and girls who are picked up in 
taverns, or to women and girls who are 
victimized by men who have been drink- 
If we were to stop all drinking, 
there would still be crimes of this char- 
acter, but they would be comparatively 
infrequent, as infrequent as it was, for 
instance, in 1920. 

If there is any right a woman has, it 
is the right to be free from molestation 
of this kind, and the right of a little girl 
is ten times as sacred. We say nothing 
of the rights of parents. — Clipsheet.

OF SERVICE 
SABBATH PROMOTION 
Mary C. Ayars, Director 

Sixty subscriptions have been sent to 
the Sabbath Recorder. Approximately 20 
of these were for the special monthly edi- 
tion. At the present time we have 103 
homes represented on the roll receiving 
the Recorder, with 122 non-subscribers. 

It is impossible to state just how many 
tracts have been distributed. I have en- 
deavored to distribute around 100 per 
month myself, and 15 adults have promised 
to hand out or mail 10 each every month. 
This has been done for the past six or 
seven months. There are 40 members en- 
rolled in the Tract-a-Month Club. Twen- 
ty-five extra copies of the special monthly 
issue of the Recorder, paid for by the 
Church, have been mailed or distributed. 

Several Sabbath “ads” have appeared 
in the Bridgeton Evening News from time 
to time. The Church calendars were sent 
to non-attending members and interested 
parties. A gospel and a Sabbath tract 
were included in each calendar and each 
Recorder distributed. The “Bulletin Ex- 

a” has been addressed and mailed each 
quarter throughout the year. 

A Sabbath service, presenting different 
phases of the Sabbath, was prepared for 
Sabbath eve, May 22. 

Under the “100 Sabbaths of Service” 
program, we have distributed tracts and 
Recorders each week: In October, 740 


_tracts and 60 Recorders; in November, 600 


tracts and 150 Recorders; and in Decem- 
ber, 675 tracts and 150 Recorders — a 
total for the three months of 2,015 tracts 
and 360 Recorders. 

We have no way of knowing how much 
good this has accomplished, but feeling in 
our hearts that people must know the 
Lord as their personal Saviour to find any 


_ spiritual value in the Sabbath, we have en- 


deavored to include gospel tracts along 
with our Sabbath literature. 

There is a prayer in our hearts that 
through this medium we have put Christ 
and the Sabbath before the people in a 
way pleasing to our Lord.

A DOLLAR A DAY IN '86 
By Dr. Edwin Ben Shaw 


This picture was made in the spring 
term of 1886 of Milton College. In 
those days all men of twenty-one years 
were subject to a poll tax of one dollar 
a year, an obligation which might be dis- 
charged by working one day in road 
building. The nine students in the picture 
secured permission from President W. C. 
Whitford, known then always as “the 
Elder,” to take a day from their college 
tasks, and shovel gravel to wagons which 
carried it out and dumped it on the mud- 
based highways. The scene is on the 
north side of the railroad abutting the cut 
through the north end of Plum Nursery 
Hill, halfway between Milton and Milton 
Junction. The gravel is the ridge made 
from the excavation for the railroad. Mr. 
E. H. Burdick, the local photographer, 
heard about the matter and came out to 
take the picture. The “pathmaster,” Wm. 
Davidson, is standing near the telegraph 
pole, the big man standing near Lester 
was a stranger, and the boy just happened 
to be there.

BIENNIAL ASSEMBLY 
Excerpts from Report 


At the fourth National Assembly of the 
United Council of Church Women in 
Milwaukee, Wis., in November, 1948, 
there were eighty-four denominations rep- 
resented through local councils with dele- 
gates from forty-five states besides Hawaii, 
Alaska, and several foreign countries. 

The board meeting Sunday was taken 
up with routine business of annual reports 
of committees and officers until lunch 
time. The evening meeting began about 
seven o'clock when the subject of merging 
was brought up for discussion. The chief 
opposition was felt to be that the UCCW 
would be hampered in pursuing an inde- 
pendent and somewhat unusual program 
in Church activities. After three hours 
of discussion, with Mrs. Sibley presiding, 
Mrs. Sibley asked a vice-president to take 
the chair. She then spoke very strongly 
against the merger, saying that after see- 
ing conditions in Germany, Czechoslo- 
vakia, and Bavaria she is afraid of con- 
centrated power. Others spoke just as 
strongly for the proposed merger, feeling 
that we would gain in prestige, strength, 
and power thereby. 


This discussion was summed up and 
presented to the assembly by Mrs. Wm. 
Sale Terrell, state president of the Con- 
necticut council. 


It was voted that the question be re- 
ferred to local and state councils and that 
material be sent to these councils from 
headquarters for further study, and that 
the board vote on the question after 
councils have had this study and sent 
their reactions to the board. 

Monday was given over to workshops. 
I attended the one on Christian World 
Relations. Dr. Robbins W. Barstow, 
executive secretary of Church World 
Service, was present and told of that 
work. The need of homes for displaced 
persons, and the need for food and cloth- 
ing in many parts of the world were dis- 
cussed. 

In this group I took the opportunity of 
introducing myself as your proxy-presi- 
dent of the Seventh Day Baptist Woman's 
Board and then told of our “Meal of 
Sharing” here in the Milton Church. It
